asked  Chief  Denham  how  the  department  currently 
fared  with  full-  and  part-time  employees.  "We  do 
have  some  Reserve  Officers,"  he  noted,  "but  we 
sometimes  have  the  need  for  extra  details  in  and 
around  town  and  we  have  run  short  of  Reserve 
Officers  in  the  past." 

Chief  Denham  explained  that  the  two  or 
three  new  recruits  chosen  to  be  put  on  reserve  duty 
would  have  to  go  through  the  Police  Academy 
training  program  before  being  put  into  service.  This 
program  includes  some  20  odd  weeks  of  training 
(totalling  over  280  hours  of  course  instruction)  and 
the  candidates  would  then  be  subject  to  five  or  six 
months  of  on-the-job  training  with  the  department 
before  being  considered  capable  of  working  inde- 
pendently. 

The  responsibility  for  paying  for  training 
expenses  rests  solely  with  the  candidate/recruit.  The 
only  cost  to  the  Town  of  Rochester  is  an  annual 
academy  fee  of  $100  which  was  waived  last  year, 
according  to  Chief  Denham. 

The  chief  was  most  interested  in  putting  at 
least  two  new  reserve  officers  on  duty  as  soon  as 
possible,  as  he  expects  the  need  to  increase  after  the 
first  of  the  year.  He  was  also  anxious  to  get  Ms. 
Young  on  the  department  to  serve  as  a  rape  crisis 
counselor  and  in  cases  of  domestic  abuse. 

"It's  much  easier  for  a  woman  to  deal  with 
another  woman  in  these  matters,"  said  Ms.  Young 
who  was  present  at  the  meeting.  "I'm  certified  to 
counsel  women  who  have  been  raped  or  abused  ... 
and  1  took  it  upon  myself  to  go  for  extensive  training 
in  these  areas."

Although  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  had  no  direct 
experience  in  law  enforcement,  he  sees  it  as  a  natural 
extension  of  the  many  duties  he's  volunteered  to 
undertake  for  the  town.  "I've  been  doing  similar 
things  for  the  last  12  years,"  he  said.  "I  see  this  as 
another  aspect  of  town  involvement.  Whatever 
educational  cind  training  requirements  there  are,  I'm 
willing  to  meet  them." 

Selectman  Murphy  agreed  it  was  conrmnend- 
able  that  both  Ms.  Young  and  Mr.  Chamberlain  had 
shown  some  interest  and  initiative  in  working  on  the 
police  force.  However,  he  was  concerned  about 
ensuring  that  both  are  well-trained  and  well-edu- 
cated before  starting  on  official  duty.  "The  initiative 
you've  shown  is  exactly  what  I  like  to  see  on  the 
Police  Department,"  he  said.  "Education  is  my  main 
concern.  What  level  of  education  should  they  need 
before  being  appointed  to  the  department?  1  think 
(the  Board  of  Selectmen)  should  come  up  with 
certain  requirements  for  police  officers  and  set  up  a 
policy  before  appointing  them." 

Chairwoman  Hawkes  disagreed  with  estab- 
lishing a  rigorous  set  of  educational  qualifications, 
however.  "I  don't  necessarily  think  you  need  a 
college  degree  or  even  a  degree  in  criminal  justice  to 
serve  as  a  police  officer,"  she  said.  "All  you  need  is 
someone  who's  responsible  with  a  certain  degree  of 
common  sense." 

Selectman  Murphy  said  he  was  concerned 
about  the  potential  liability  the  town  may  face  if  one 
of  the  officers  were  inadequately  trained  or  edu- 
cated. A  situation  like  that  might  cost  the  taxpayers 
some  money.

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But  Chairwoman  Hawkes  noted  that  the 
board  could  only  establish  policy  —  acting  as  the 
town's  Personnel  Board  —  for  the  chief,  lieutenant, 
and  dispatchers.  Full-time  officers  would  be  unaf- 
fected by  their  decisions  as  they  belong  to  a  union. 

After  further  questions  concerning  other 
requirements  for  the  reserve  officer  candidates. 
Selectman  Hughes  recommended  that  both  Ms. 
Young  and  Mr.  Chamberlain  be  sponsored  to  attend 
the  police  academy  training  course  and  upon  suc- 
cessful completion  of  their  requirements  be  ap- 
pointed as  Reserve  Officers  with  the  department.

Copy  of  a  recent  Board  of  Appeals  decision 
upon  a  request  from  Jeffrey  P.  Ponte  and  the  Ashley 
Cranberry  Company  regarding  property  owned  by 
Mr.  Ponte  on  Pine  Street.  Mr.  Ponte  has  proposed  to 
use  the  property  which  consists  of  a  main  garage 
and  storage  structure  to  operate  an  automotive  car 
and  truck  repair  business. 

Although  there  was  some  opposition  from 
abutters  who  felt  the  business  would  increase  traffic 
to  the  area  and  also  cause  unwanted  noise,  the  Board

A  UMass  Dartmouth  math  professor  has 
been  awarded  $617,209  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  to  change  the  way  calculus  is  taught  in 
the  middle  grades  through  college.  The  grant  to  Dr. 
James  J.  Kaput,  who  plays  a  prominent  national  role 
in  improving  math  education,  is  intended  ot  be  the 
first  installment  of  a  projected  $2.5  million  award  to 


be  spread  out  over  three  and  one-half  years. 

"SimCalc:  Simulations  in  Calculus  Learning" 
will  create  and  test  a  series  of  simulations  such  as 
"MathCar"  vehicles  which  will  enable  students  to 
experiment  with  and  manipulate  variable  quantities: 
velocity  and  fluid  flow,  for  instance. 

The  aim  of  SimCalc  is  to  bring  calculus  to  all 
students.  "Calculus,  as  the  study  of  change  and 
accumulation  of  quantities,  has  historically  ...  been 
written  in  the  language  of  algebra,"  Dr.  Kaput  said. 
"Currently  it  is  studied  by  a  very  small  portion  of 
the  4-plus  million  students  in  school  and  understood 
by  an  even  smaller  portion." 

Dr.  Kaput  plays  a  prominent  national  role  in 
critical  analyses  and  strategies  being  developed  to 
improve  mathematics  instruction,  both  at  K-12  and 
undergraduate  levels.  Among  his  affiliations  is 
service  as  an  associate  director  of  the  National 
Center  for  Research  in  Mathematical  Sciences  Educa- 
tion.
